Later, a certain Rogers, a jour- 
nalist who has just returned after seven months in Spain, 
where he went as a “Loyalist,” and said that such were the 
things that he saw there, that he decided to go to Nationalist 
territory, and he says that the contrast was tremendous. He 
began to forget himself a little in referring to the “Loyalist” 
heads and he even called them “rats” and when he arrived at 
this point with the excuse that the time was short, the presi- 
dent of Fordham said something to him, and he became a 
little more moderate, but he continued lashing and was very 
good. Marcelino has already spoken with Cardenas this 
morning in order to try to obtain the speeches so that the 
Casa de Espana could take care of publishing them, taking 
out those things that perhaps would not look well in print.

» [pace 23rd annual convention of the Inter- 
national Ladies Garment Workers Union, 
just concluded in Atlantic City, had the 
eyes of the entire nation on it because it was 
this convention, more than that of any other 
international, which showed the nation the 
path on which the American working-class is 
going to travel—the path of the Peoples 
Front against fascism and war. 

The ILGWU convention did more than 
reveal the great successes a progressive union 
can achieve in the organization of the unor- 
ganized.

MERICAN newspaper readers have learn- 
IN ed to take the widely publicized polls of 
the American Institute of Public Opinion with 
several grains of salt. 

The Institute saw Alf Landon giving Pres- 
ident Roosevelt a close fight for the presi- 
dency last November.

Without any innuendo, it can be said that 
the Institute's polls have the peculiar faculty 
of turning out the way the most reactionary 
forces in the country would want the Ameni- 
can people to behave.

Out of the Hides of the People 
N THIS ISSUE we publish the findings of 


Dr. Thurston Ross, showing Los Angeles 
topping all other cities of the country in the 
high cost of living. Food prices in that city 
have jumped 9.3 per cent over the previous 
quarter rent 4.4 per cent; household 
furnishings 5.8 per cent. 

Department of Labor figures show food up 
30 per cent since January 1934; wages up by 
only 24 per cent—with the latter figure ap- 
plying mainly to higher-salaried brackets. 

Having been granted a one-cent increase 
in milk prices, dairy companies in San Fran- 
cisco seek another from the State 
Dept. of Agriculture. 

Baking companies in San Francisco a‘ 
same time are seeking to increase retail bread 
prices. The wealthy Market Street Railway 
Co. has obtained assurances from the State 
Railroad Commission that a 7-cent fare wil 
be granted at the May 24 conference of the 
commission. 

These interests have the gall to demand 
price increases on the basis of wage increases 
won by the increases which 
take up a mere fraction of profits. 

The rising cost of living is being taken out 
of the hides of the people of this state, and 
of this nation. 

In California the Housewives League ha: 
taken up the fight against the milk price in 
creases. The League yet a strong 
organization; it should the 
backing of trade unions, women's auxiliaries, 
label leagues, and of all sections of the popu- 
lation which will bear the brunt of the price 
rises. 

Protests by organizations and individuals, 
to the State Agricultural and Railroad Com- 
missions in Sacramento can also play a big 
part in halting the price increases.

Oust the Traitor Vandeleur! 


The amazing disclosures in the Salinas hearings of the Nation- 
al Labor Relations Board have convicted Edward Vandeleur, secre- 
tary of the State Federation of Labor, of the worst kind of treach- 
ery te the labor movement, and prove that he is unfit te hold 
‘ny trade union office. (The delegates of the San Francisco La- 
vor Council are already convinced of that, as witness their voting 
him out at the last Labor Council elections.) The testimony in 
the Salinas hearings, particularly that of Vandeleur’s $100.00-a-day 
attorney, Alfred Aram, proves’ conclusively what many Salinas 
strikers have contended, and what the Communist Party through 
‘he Western Worker has repeatedly declared: That Vandeleur “sold 
‘ut” the Salinas strike. An examination of his actions in the 
Stockton strike and since will undoubtedly show similar treach- 
‘ry on his part, and generally his sabotage of all attempts to 
organize the agricultural and cannery workers during the last year 
places him on a par with the infamous Paul Scharrenberg, the 
late but unlamented secretary of the State Federation of Labor. 

ARAM’S TESTIMONY 

The Salinas hearings disclosed that Vandeleur and Aram had 
reached an agreement with the growers to call off the strike and 
permit the blacklisting of “undesirable trouble-makers” (rank-and- 
file strikers who opposed the sell-out); that Vandeleur and Aram 
had agreed to leave town in order to force the members to return 
to work, by giving them the impression that the State Federation 
ef Labor had withdrawn support; that the attorney Aram delib- 
erately permitted the illegal conviction of strikers; that Vandeleur 
and Aram concealed all this from the union membership. (The 
anion officials, Doss and Shevlin, were also in on the sell-out.) 
And for this traitorous conduct, the State Federation of Labor paid 
out of its funds the sum of $3,200.00 in attorney's fees to Aram.

TL, A. Goodyear Workers in 
Move Toward Organization 


150 ATTENDED 
UNITED RUBBER 
WORKERS’ MEET 


Demand 6-Hour Day 
In Fight Against 
Lay-Offs 


By a Goodyear Rubber Worker 
LOS ANGELES — Despite a 
feeling of insecurity, 150 Good- 
year workers attended a meet- 
ing called by the United Rubber 
Workers of America, CIO,. en 
Saturday, May 8, and showed 
their bosses they weren't afraid 
to call their lives, their own. 
This is significant of the feé]- 
ing throughout Goodyear and 
just the push needed to start 
ball rolling. As soon as the 

Jagner Act became. constitu- 
tional, the company took steps 
to prevent the movement of the 
workers toward organization with 
the URWA. 

Stooges Try New Co. Union 

A group of company stoeges 
started immediately to ballyhoo 
an independent union—not ° af- 
filiated with any “outside or- 
ganization.” But the workers are 
proving too wise for them. 

Then the company allowed 
rumors of a big cut in produc- 
tion and a large lay-off to cir- 
culate through the plant just 
as they did in Akron. But they 
didn’t quite realize what’ the 
results would be. 

The men are becoming 
and more determined that if a 
cut in production is scheduled, 
no lay-offs should be permitted. 
Instead, a six-hour day should 
be instituted throughout the 
plant.

Fight Lay-Offs 
The six-hour day is necessary. 
It is the working period of every 


other rubber plant of any size 
in Los Angeles. It exists in 
Goodyear back in Akron, but 


the employes in California have 
to work an eight-hour day while 
their friends are given notices 
that ‘owing to reduced produc- 
tion,’ etc. And who knows who 
will be the next one? : 

Nor should the men be sat- 
isfied with a mere reduction in 
hours for, unless wages are rais- 
ed to balance the shorter work: 
ing period, the men will find 
that they have been saddled with 
the burden of keeping all at 
work. The company can easily 
afford to pay all of the extra 
costs; for their balance sheet 
showed *a_ profit of $10,000,000 
last year. 

Take away 
(the amount the working its to 
be reduced), and you find that 
Goodyear would still be in black 
ink to the tune of $7,500,000. 

The workers realize that—they 
realize that no “independent un- 
ion” will help them. And they 
are flocking to the banner of 
the CIO so they can find protec- 
‘tion in unity. 

To get back to the meeting, 
the ideas brought out were new 
to many of the men, but they 
were well received. The need 
for uniting—the necessity’ of 
taking advantage of favorable 
laws—the need to increase the 
purchasing power of the masses 

—the fact that 10,000,000 men 
are still unempioyed, were point- 
ed out by the speaker, Bill Bus- 
ck, as reasons for the forma- 
ion of powerful unions to fight 
he greedy selfish owners of 
oroduction.

Anti-Lynch Bill and 


Supreme Court Plan 


WASHINGTON—Vote trading in the United States Senate was 
attacked here by the National Association for the Advancement of 
Colored People as endangering the passage of the Wagner-Van 


Nuys anti-lynching bill. 


The Association pointed to indications that Southern senators 


favorable to the proposal 
reform of the Supreme Court 
are being approached by north- 
ern senators with offers to op- 
pose the anti-lynching measure 
providing they would reverse 
their positions on the Supreme 
Court proposition. 

Grave danger was seen in this 
log-rollins which could defeat 
both measures. 

NAACP Statement 

Roy Wilkins, assistant nation- 
al secretary of the NAACP, said: 

“According to information we 
have received, senators are try- 
ing to defeat the anti-lynching 
bill by trading votes on Presi- 
dent Roosevelt’s Supreme Court 
plan. The scheme appears to be 
to get Southern Senators who fa- 
ver the President’s plan to vote 
against the plan in return for 
the agreement of northern sena- 
ators to vote against and _ fiili- 
huster to death the anti-lynch 
bill.” 

Wilkins said that he person- 
ally favored the  President’s 
court plan, although the NAACP 
has taken no official position. He 
9ointed out that the best way to 
stop this vote-trading scheme is 
‘or backers of the court plan to 
telegraph their senators urging 
‘hem to vote also for the Wag- 
1er-Van Nuys: anti-lynching bill, 
which is a virtual duplicate of 
‘he Gavagan measure passed by 
he House last month. 


E. B. Worker Tells 
Of Police Kidnap 


HAYWARD — Faustino Ortiz, 
32, a worker who has_ been 
helping California Conserving 
Co. pickets, was kidnapped by 
deputies of Sheriff Driver’s Ala- 
meda County office, mercilessly 
beaten up and held three days 
incommunicado — so that his 
wounds might heal. 

On his way to the home of a 
worker friend last Sanday morn- 
ing, Ortiz was kidnapped in 
Hayward and taken down to the 
county jail where Deputy 
Ebright, together with an un- 
named deputy, beat him with 
black solid rubber pipes. A 
vague charge of “battery” was 
hurled at Ortiz by the deputies 
as tley beat him. During this 
murderous attack, Ebright snarl- 
led, “Don’t try any of your Com- 
munistic stuff around here, you 
” Ortiz is not a

The Governor of Michigan cal- 
ied this conference. The confer- 
ence lasted through long days 
and many long nights, and the 
men who sat there were weary 


and worn and haggard from loss 
of sleep, nervous strain and in- 
tense fatigue. 

One day, the telephone bell 
rang in the conference and the 
call was from Washington, D.C. 
for the Governor. He answered 
that phone. On the other end 
of the telephone was President 
William Green of the AFL who 
said he was speaking from his 
office and was surrounded by 
the presidents of the metal trades 
and building trades organizations 
at that time. And in Washing- 
ton President William Green 
pounded the table and talked in 
the telephone and demanded that 
the Governor of Michigan not 
permit any settlement of the 
General Motors strike with the 
CIO or the United Auto Work- 
ers.
